Forty  mill's  ilown  the  Maekenzie, 
we  arrive  at  Fort  I'rovideiU'e. 
Hire  we  find  as  usual,  in  addition 
to  the  mission,  a  Hudson's  Hay 
("omi)any  fur  trading;  post.  These 
posts  all  firry  a  real  traditional  in- 
terest in  regard  to  the  I'arlier  his- 
tory c)f  C'anaila.  The  entire 
rountry  alon>j  this  route  is  ri<h  in 
natural  mineral  and  historieal  in- 
teri'st,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
haxinj^operati'd  for  over'2")()yi'arsin 
Canada  and  lieinj;  at  rine  time  the 
praetiial  rulers  of  this  vast  ter- 
ritory. 

( )i!e  hundred  and  lift\  miles  more 
and  wi'  reaeli  I-'ort  Simpson,  silu- 
ati'd  at  the  mouth  of  the  ^reat  I.iard 
rivi"-.  Here  is  loeated  R.iyal  Cana- 
dian Moiinti'd  I'oliee  harraeks,  also 
a  Dominion  (iovernment  Indian 
a).;eney.  This  is  one  of  the  points 
at  wliieli  the  annua!  treaty  pay-

The  ruer  at 
this  piiiiit  narrows  j.;ieatlv  and  seems  to  have  etit  M-  way  elear 
ihioii^h  a  solid  rid^e  of  limestone',  whieli  now  towiTs  Inmdn^ds  of 
Let  hi^h  oil  eaeh  side  of  u  •  for  four  or  live  miles,  an  astonishiiiK 
pirlure  of  Nature's  foree  aii<l  uraiidetir.  The  Roman  Catliolie 
1  liiinli  at  I'ort  Ciooil  I  lope  is  well  worth  a  visit.  A  few  miles  farther 
north  and  we  enter  the  Areliv'  Cirele,  roiniiiK  into  the  Land  of  the 
Midnight  Sun  where,  at  eerlain  iieriods  of  the  year,  there  is  no 
iiiKhl.  The  sitn  shines  all  day  and  on  eertain  oeeasions  during  the 
muhtdioiirs  enhaneis  its  ^;l(irv  with  a  display  of  ^orKeous  eolourinK 
that  is  indtMTilialile.  We  have  no  desire  to  retire  in  this  Imd  of 
eontiniion-  day,  and  we  seem  to  he  waiting  for  the  ni^ht  wlin  h  does 
not  tome. 

l"rom  I'ort  ( '>ood  Hope  to  .\retie  Red  River,  our  next  stoi,pin|; 
plaie,  two  liuiidred  miles  north,  the  Kskimo  l)e^;ins  to  iiiake  his 
ai)pearanee.  We  lake  a  short  trip  up  the  i'eel  river  to  Fort  Me- 
I'herson,  loealed  some  lift'  miles  from  Arelii'  Red  River,  Travellers 
who  eonteiiiplale  crossinj.,  the  divide  hetwcin  the  Maiken/ie  delta 
and  till'  Yukon  leave  its  and  start  out  on  tli.    r  lon^j  journey  from  this

Fort  Smith  is  the  summer  rendezvous 
for  fur  trailers,  miners.  sur\<  yors  and  tourists. 

We  are  now  in  ihe  .Nortjuvest  Territories.  At  Fort  Smith  we 
lioani  the  S.S.  "Distril  utor"  or  S.S.  ".Maekenzie  Kiver,"  whieh  piv 
on  this  run  of  r_>.">(»  miles  of  rivers  and  lakes  to  Aklavik  in  the  Aretie. 
The  next  siretrh  of  our  trip  carries  us  through  lountry  that  has 
heiii  the  Indian  luiniinn  ),'roimds  for  centuries.  It  abounds  in  tish 
and  name  and  it>  nature  heaiities  arc  wonderful.  Two  hundreil 
mills  down  the  I-nwer  Slave  ri\er  we  intiT  (ireal  Slave  lake,  one  of 
the  lar^jest  lak?>  in  America.  Fort  Kesoliilion  is  pictures(|itel\- 
situated  on  tlu'  southern  shore  of  ihi^  ureal  body  of  water,  just  east 
of  the  mouth  of  Sla\c  river. 

KesoUltioii  i>  a  lyjiieal  tradiiiv;  iM>>t  of  the  I'ar  North  and  is 
visited  at  cirtain  times  of  the  year  by  a  lar^;c  number  of  Indians. 
( )ur  run  :i( Toss  the  lake  for  TJO  miles  ni\es  us  a  bracing  sea  voyage. 
Il.iv  kiver.  a  poiiil  of  call  on  ihi  lake,  is  a  iirilty  little  Indian  village 
■-itualcd  on  the  rivtr  bi-ariiij;  the  same  name. 

Thirly-five  miles  from  May  Ri\er  wc  enter  the  ).;reat  and  inijjhty 
Mackenzie,  which  emplii's  its  waters  into  the  Arctic  mean  some 
11(H»  miles  farther  nc)rth.
